Tho condition of affairs in Italy is 
alarming. Tho rocont abortivo at- 
torapt of Garibaldi to invado Homo 
appears to havo broathod now vigor 
into tlio Liboral party, and, uotwitb- 
Btanding tho measures adopted by tho 
Italian as well as tho Papal Govern" 
monts to prevent an outbreak, tho in- 
habitants in tho Papal province ot 
Viturbo, imbibing tbo revolution-* 
ary spirit of tho great Liberator, 
havo broken out into what haB thus 
far proved successful revolt against 
tho temporal rulo of tho Pope. Serious 
riots, attended with Iosb of lifo, aro 
reported to havo occurred in most ot 
tho largo cities of Italy ; and Garibaldi 
having refused to give his parolo, re- 
mains a closo prisoner in a military for 
tro u s. Tbo Italian Government last 
year guaranteed tho integrity of tbo 
fiomagna, and bound itself to uso the 
forces ot tho country to prevent the 
invasion of the States by its snljects. 
Should it fail in this, France is bound 
to dispatch an army to tho protection 
of tho Pope. Already wo hoar that a 
French foroo has concontratod at 
Toulon, prepared to embark at a mo- 
roent'b notico for tho Eternal City 
Italy is a Constitutional Government, 
modelled aftor tbo British system, 
and ono can easily oeo ih.-.t should 
popular prossuro bo brought to bear 
upon tbo pro ont Ministry, it 
must either recedo from its pres. 
ent policy ard release Garibaldi, 
and uilow tho revolutionary move- 
ment to work out its own salva- 
tion, or icpiyn and t-uffe-r a now minis 
try to take office. In eithor case 
tho torms of tho treaty will bo broken 
and Napoleon mint eithor throw his 
army into Homo and procipitato a 
conflict with tbo Garibaldians at tho 
risk of a rupturo with Victor Em- 
manuel, or wash his hands of Italian 
affairs, and tacitly acknowledge that 
his Italian policy is as sad a failuro 
as his Mexican policy. A rapture 
botweon Franco and Italy would bo 
destructive to tho Eastern policy of 
both Fianco and Groat Britain, for 
tho reason that Prussia) a protestant 
government having no sympathy in 
common with tho Popo, and anxious 
to destroy tho supromacy of Napoloon 
in continental matters, might ally 
with Italy again«t Franco, and liussia 
could then quiotly tako possession of 
the " siokman."

LAST NIGHT'S DESPATCHES 



Eastern States. 

New York, Oct 4.— Elias Howe, inven- 
tor of the sowing maohine, died at Brooklyn 
last night. 

St. Loois, 4th.— Tho mombera of tbe 
Indian commission left hero for Modicine 
Lidgo, on the Arkansas, to-day, where are 
now 2000 Indians assembled , comptisiDg 
Kiowas, Oheyennes, Arapahoes and Camau- 
ebos — being fed by the superintendent, who 
is ansious to inset tho commissioners and 
confer on terms of peace. 



We havo advices from Jamaica to tbo 
3d August. 

The question of immigration from tho 
Southern States continued to be discussed 
by the Island press. Col Graham, who 
has gone to Jamaica to inquire and report 
us to the prospects in that country for 
immigrants, has visited the western part 
j of tho Island to inspect localities and 
' gather infor-malion. He bad been the 
guest of tho Governor, Sir John P. Grant, 
as Creighton, his Excellency's mountain 
residence. It bus been proposed, us tho 
best mode or raising the monns for subsid- 
izing a steamer to run between Juuiai.a 
and Now Ilrleans, to levy a small export 
tax upon Jamaica fruits shipped to the 
latter place by tho steamer. Jamaica can 
supply an. unlimited quantity of tropical 
fruits for tho American markets, all that 
is wanted being speedy conveyanco. By 
sailing vessels the passage from Kingston 
to New Oi loans is fourteen or fifteen days, 
whereas by steamer the run would bo only 
from five or six days. Independently of 
this immigration project, the people r>r 
Jamaica aro extremely anxious to have 
regular steam communication with the 
United States, and they complain that 
sinco tho withdrawal of the former steam 
communication with New York there has 
been a diversion of Americun travellers 
from that Island to other places in the 
West Iudics. 



A Gubernatorial Slander ltcfutcd.

Toe accusation is 
utterly lalso and unfounded, and it is disgrace 
ful in a Governor to inveut such stories und 
then privately send thorn homo. As far as 
expenditure i< concerned, by which ol course 
must be meant ' foolish or inconsiderate ex- 
penditure," may I a-k, who it was Hut 
opened or salaried cur'nio District Sobools.

The mission at ItleilaLatlah. 



We are happy to Imrn that this mission 
ii flourishing both temporally and api> iiually. 
On SunJuy September 8th, ninety-six adults 
aud Beveuteen ohildren w«re baptiz j d by 
Dean Ciidga. The examination of iho for- 
mer occupied several days, und developed 
on the part of the candidates a knowledge of 
Christian tnuh Dot very common even 
among white people. A remarkable feature 

q on this occasiou was the number of elderly 

^persons that presented themselves, tweoty- 
eix of the numher being over (illy years of 
age, and not a few of them over threescore 
and ten. Aboul four hundred natives atlend 
the services. 

The trade is in a flourishing state. 
Almost every convenience and comfort can 
bo obiuioed Horn the t-hop, which is plenli 
iully stored with goods. This f ciliiy is 
large y I'mbfiiddd by the villagers. aDd 
powtrlully cot.duces lo Iheir complete separ- 
ation Irom tneir former modes of life. 

The p'oSis ol the ti ade arts spent in the 
erection of public) buildings und in olher 
underiakings lor the outntDon weal ; and are 
thus pruduoiiVd of the future advantage 
ol furnirhing emp oyment to miny of the in- 
habitants ; who are now trained to follow 
their daily toil, more in the steady maDner ol 
the English labourer, tlmn with the fiiful 
disposition of the Indian. A sum of 53000 
has been already Ihul spent, and 82000 
more are in hand for simi'ar usis. 

A new building, 93 feet by 30 (built out of 

*tbe profits of the trade) is nearly completed. 
The smaller portion is designed for a Court 
house ; tho laiger for village assemblies, and 
a market house ; also for the accommodation 
of Indians from other parts, coming often in 
considerable numbers to trade. These 

v parties, insiead of being scattered over tho 
village, will here be comfortably housed 
and ihua uflord a valuable opportunity of 
preachicg the gospel, nnothor important 
benefit of the trade. Barely u Sunday 
passes but thero are strangers in the congro- 
gation thus brought within the sound of the 
word of lifo. O.ie ol these from a camp 200 
miles up tho Skeena river told Mr Duncan 
tho other day, " you hava opened our eyeB 
by what you have done at Mstlakatlab, 
We shall not he long in comirg over to you 
All around know that your heart is good 
towards them " 

Thore is a plentiful supply of provisions 
in the mission house ; gauio, fhr, &c., be 
sides what is imported. A flock of goats 

•yield a profusion of excellent milk ; there are 
poultry and eggs, and tho mission garden 
yields an ample -upply of vegetables. The 
mission hnii8o, nn excellent frame build ng 
of cedar, 04 by 32, contains 7 upartmenis 
on 'the ground floor, boddes outbuildings; 
also a spacious dormitory for the boarders 
upstairs. In this budding is tho suite ol 
np&rtments designed tor the exclusive use ol 
tho married missionary with dummon use of 
jomaindcr ; all these circumstances leave 
little to be dosin d for thoio wh > may be dis- 
tined to this station. 

The interior of tho rniaoion presents an 

" aspect of neatness, Oi d r, and activity. 
Hero aro in training for Christian wives 
nnd mothers loui teen boarders, who, besides 
scholastic education, perform all the work of 
tho establishment, mil aa menials, but a- 
pupils of iuduBtry. They are cheerful ami 
contented. It if curious to mark, when the 
time comas for the settlement in lifo of a 
miBBOo boa-d'.r, tho struggle which takes 
p ac3 betwo n tl e nauir l desire to' enter 

-finto th- married state, ut.d regret to leavo a 
npot which ba4 b.eu a happy home. Mr 
Punoan has art in b. ending authority 



with kindness. The pupils brighten at his 
approach. At the sumo time thry regard 
him with thorough respoct, and thoir obedis 
ence is prompt and hearty. This institution 
is regarded ny tho Mellakatluhg as one of 
their best treasures: and well did iho Bishop 
remark in the deeply interesting report 
of the visit last year, '■ This is the success-* 
lul experimontol Metlakatlah," 

Tho sohool, which, the fishing being nearly 
over, is tilling again, contains when complete 
about 120 pupils. The progress of the 
pupils in the branchej of a plain English 
education is remarkable, a very interesting 
token of which is afforded by tho uumber of 
letters which come down by overy opportu- 
nity to friends and well wishers at Victoria. 

Dean Cridgo spent about seven weeks at 
Metlakatlah, doring which time soveral in- 
teresting meetings took place j e. <j., an exbi> 
bition of tho magic lantern with slides kindly 
lent by tho Bishop; a wedding and other 
leasts, a lea meeting, and parties at tho 
mission-house. To show the feeling enter- 
tained by the officers and others in Iho 
employ of the II. ii. Co, at Fort Simpson, wo 
may mention that last spring, on Mr Doolan's 
visiting ihern to baptise Borno children at the 
Fort, he was, op leaving, presented with $25 
subscribed iD aid of the mission. 

Mr Cridgo with Mr. Owen also visited 
the Naas mission, whoro a Christian village 
has just been auspiciously commenced, 
mainly through the eolf-denying and faithful 
labours of Mr Doolan, aided more recently 
by Mr Tomlinson. Mr Doolan has come 
down in tho Otter, en route for England, in 
consrqutneo of a family bereavement. 
Through Ihia much regretted event tho 
solo charge of this interesting mission 
devolves on Mr Tomlinson , who is de- 
voting himself to the work with thorough 
earnestness. He left Metlakatlah Ihe other 
day in command ol the sluop Endeavor, 
freighted with goods lor tho establishment of 
a branch store at Tienacaulee (tho Dame of 
tbo new village,) to be kept by a NasB 
Christian. Mr Onen, of the Church Mission- 
nry Society, has also rejoined hio family in 
Victoria. 

Tho trip on the Otter, through Ihe kind- 
ness of C.ipt Lewis, was very agreeable, and 
the party novcr enjoyed moro excellent 
health. 

The Firrii kn's Election — Yesterday the 
mombers of the Fire Department held nn 
election at tho Union Hook and. Ladder 
House for Chief and Assistant Engineer. 
The voting was by ballot. Considerable in- 
terest was manifested by tho Qremeo, and 
several carriages placarded with postrrs ad- 
vising voters to deposit their ballots for ooe 
or olhor of the rival candidates wero kepi 
running during the day. The great- 
est good humor wits observed throughout tho 
conte3t, and upon tho announcement of tho 
poll the fire-bells struck up a merry poal in 
honor ol Ihe successful candidates. Tho 
poll, which was announced at 4} u'clcck, 
stood as lollows :
